STAKE RACING AT SARATOGA. 



Many Important Events to Be Disposed of iH Its 
Four Weeks of Racing. 



The Saratoga meeting of 19o9 begins next Monday 
and will come to au end Saturday, August 28. In 
its course twenty-seven stake races will be run. the 
majority of which will bt* of the reduced values in- 
cident to racing at the present time, but several of 
which, having cioseil for entries before the passage 
of the Hart-.Vguew bHls. are of the higher figures of 
formi*r years. Two of these, the Spinaway Stakes 
for two-year-old fillies, and the -Vlabama Stakes for 
thriv-year-idd fillies, will be run in the first week 
of the nie**ting. 

Precedent and public opinion will assign the ma- 
jority of these events to the Hildreth and Keene 
stables. But new factors always come into play at 
Saratoga and the Sanford horses, and Olambala. 
Wintergr»*i*n, High Private. Piute. Aiigelus and Or 
bicular are among those that may prove capable of 
surprising ch(*i*ks to the progress of the tw*o leading 
and rival stables. Saratoga is the battling ground 
where the lM*st of the east, west and Canada meet 
in mimic fray annually and great overthrows of 
supfiosed invincibles are not infrei|ueut there. 

Eight stakes are assigned to the first w’eek of 
racing at Saratoga, the Flash Stakes and Saratoga 
Handicap will be run Monday, the Spiuaway Stakes 
Tuesday. Mohawk Stakes Wednesday. Alabama 
Stakes Thursilav. and Saturday will have an extra 
attraction in the Saratoga Stecpb*chase. Saratoga 
S|H*cial and the 18*laware Handicap. In these 
practically the b<*st form of the meeting is repre- 
sented and by thi* conclusion of the w’cek most of 
the stars will probably have been seen in pulilK*. 
The Saratoga Handicap, at a mile and a quarter, 
will lie the most important race of the week and. 
at the weights, the most probable starters are King 
James. 129 jKiunds; Restigouche. 117; Maltbie, 117; 
Olambala. 116; .\lfred Noble. 11,3; Detective. 19!); 
Piute, 108; Wiulergreeii. 197; King’s Daughter. KM; 
Fashion Plate. 191; Attliction, 89; Lady Bedford, 88. 
and Petticoat, 80. 

The stakes npiairtioned to the second week art*: 
Tuesday, the Travers Slakes; Wednesday, the 'Troy 
.Stakes; Thursday, the St*neea Stakes; Saturday, the 
Sliillelah .Steeplechase, Ho|H'ful Stakes and Mer- 
chants’ and Citizens’ Handicap. Next to the Futur- 
it.v. the Hopeful is the most valuable race of the 
year for two-year-olds and is naturally regarded 
solicitously by those owners fortunate to iiossess 
promising eligibles. In the way of public form 
Dullcare. Starlaittle, 0<*ean Bound. Sweep. Rock,v 
O’Brien. Newmarket. Shauuon. Perry Johnson. Follie 
Lev.v. Inter^Mtse and Barleythorpe have alread.v 
shown tliat they are alnive the average and there 
are quite a numher of dark ones of w'hose prowess 
minor affords tin* onl.v evidence. John Sanford's 
Ciiief Bartlett and Qm*en’s Song and ,1. R, Keene’s 
reputed crack, Grasmer**. are iu this category. The 
gr»K<s value of the race is now $19,329, to which 
each starter will add $’2.39. If ten go to the post 
the winner’s iiorthai will he $19,929. 

The stake races for tlie third w^ek of the meeting 
w'ill Ih* distributed as follows: The -\ll>any Hainii- 

eap on Tuesilay; Huron Haudieap on Wednesday; 
Catskill Stakes on Thursday, and the North Ameri- 
can Sti*e!de<*hase. United States Hotel Stakes and 
Champlain Handicap on Saturday. The fourth and 
closing week of the meeting will have the foliowing 
stake features: Tin* Kentucky Stakes on Mondav; 

.Vmsterihiin Stakes on Tin sday; .\dirundack Harnii- 
eai> on W»*diiesday: Saranac Handienp on Thursilay.

It may turn 
out that the Huron Handicap will prove the prin- 
cipal race of the third week of the meeting. It Is 
a race for three-year-olds at a mile and three-six- 
teenths and it may prove the occasion of the first 
nie«*thig of Fitz Herbert and Maskette. Besbb‘s 
tills great pair. Dele«*tive, Miami. Piute. High Pri- 
vate. Olambala. .bn* Madden. Fayette, Aronda<*k. (Juv 
Fisli»*r. .Mary Ihivls, Wintergreen. DumTaggan. Fasli- 
ioii Plate. Effendl. I-ad.v Bedford. Petticoat and The 
Gardener are engaged, so handieapper V’osbiirgh will 
have nearly all of the prominent tlugM'-year-olds of 
199!> to naislder and may hriug alsmt one of the 
most notalde races of tlie year if his adjustment of 
w’clghts proves satisfactory to the owners coneerneq. 
At this time it is a race that seems vested with 
fascinating i)Ossibilities.

preme Court, was tried, ami Rosenthal lost the 
ease, it being held liy Judge Platzek that it was a 
legal thing to accept a eommissiou. Rosenthal’s 
defense had 1 k*cu that it is was a gamhliiig trans- 
act ion.

We pro 
ctMsbsl thither straightway, for 1 was naturally 
anxious to how Cyllene and Polar Star were 
pn>gresslng, having been instrumental In shipping 
them out to the Argentine. The Ujo de Aguu Stud 
is a magnificent |*r<»|>erty. covering 0,000 acres. The 
land is divhbsl into pudd(M*ks, which vary In size 
from fifty to .*VoO acres, so you will understand there 
Is not much erowtiikg. There are al>out 2U0 Imxes 
for the mares and yearlings, all of which are fitted 
up in the Is'st style.

“.\mong tlie yoarlings at this estaldlsbment there 
are twenty-five by Pietermaritzburg, which died 
eighteen months ago; Cyllene was bought for $12.5.- 
(KH) to take ids plaee. Ten of the youngsters are 
eolts, and as a liateh they are tlie most wonderful 
1 ever saw. Tlie maj«*rity of tlie dams are daughters 
of Gay IliTmit, whieii may aluMist be said to have 
lieen the foundation of the fortunes of the Ojo de 
.\giiH Stud. Tliere are forty of bis mares there 
toda.v and alMMit thirty hy Kendal. I am Inclined 
to tliink tliat tlie l*est of the yearlings I saw was 
a su|M*rb colt by Kendal, out of Perdlta, by 
Cyllfiie. out of Lady Yardley. the dam of Disraeli.

In the Argentine in recent .vears. Imt I sliall be 
surpri.sed if the one to b«‘ lield tills summer does 
not set up a new and amazing record. Tbe lots from 
Ojo de Aguu will niiniiHU' forty. Those not by Ken- 
dal and Pietermaritzburg are by Stllettp. 'by Beau- 
desert. out of Maud Victoria. 

“'rheu I pnx'iH'ded to .Mr, Unzne’s stud at San 
Jacinto. This Is situated aSKiut eighty miles from 
Buenos .\yrcs and is another great establishment. 
Tliere I saw Val d’Or and Bat. Mr. Unzue has some 
magnificent yearlings liy Val d’Or and also eight 
by Ajax. Most of them are in the neighborhood of 
sixteen hands, incredible as the figure may seem. 
'I’liey are splendidly grown, with fine, strong limbs. 
If apiM*aram*es count for anything, they are sure 
to make giHsl ra(*e iuM’ses. 1 also saw a number of 
yearlings l*y Jardy, which lielongs to Carlos Luro. 
wiioM* stud Is the Haras Nucioiial. close to Buenos 
Ayres. They are very good, indeed, and have much 
more suiistauce than I expected to find them pos- 
sessing. 1 may say that lM>th at Mr. Unzue’s stud 
and at Ojo de Agna several mares have recently 
lieon iired to English time. The Intention Is to send 
the priMlucc to Englaud to race, and they are to be
